Breakfast battle 


Denny’s, IHOP

NEW YORK After watching 
more customers stream 
into drive-thrus for a quick 
morning meal, family dining 
restaurants like Denny’s and 
IHOP are telling their fast- 
food competitors to back 
offbreakfast. 

In an attempt to lure 
diners back to the table— 
or at least to the curb — 
the chains are introducing 
more portable products, 
offering to-go and curbside 
pickup programs and 
remodeling their locations. 

The moves come as 
breakfast has taken on 
far more importance 
to fast-food chains that 
traditionally put little effort 
into the morning meal, but now see opportunities to expand 
sales and profits at that time of day Some are even thinking 
about serving breakfast all day at some point— a switch that 
would directly challenge the 24/7 breakfast menus that drive 
a large part of sales at family dining restaurants. 

“We’re being attacked,” Denny’s Chief Executive 
Nelson Marchioli said. “We can’t let that happen. We have 
to take back what was ours to begin with.” 

That won’t be easy, restaurant analysts say, considering 
the premium consumers place on convenience, speed and 
low prices. 

“It’s hard to beat fast food,” said Bob Goldin, executive 
vice president of consumer research firm Technomic 
in Chicago. “The demographics and lifestyle trends are 
working against” the family dining chains. 

Complicating the issue is the slow economy and 
consumers’ desire to spend less on eating out. Fast-food 


chains have been a beneficiary of people’s reluctance to 
part with their cash since they offer food at lower prices 
than most casual dining or family dining restaurants. 

Denny’s has seen its sales decline as consumers have cut 
back on spending and shifted to cheaper fast food. In the 
second quarter, same-store sales, or sales at locations open 
at least a year, fell 2.8 percent systemwide. 

The company launched a to-go campaign last month 
that features a layered, dome container meant to keep 
pancakes hot and bacon crispy Marchioli said he has seen 
“a nice increase” in the company’s takeout business since 
introducing the new packaging, which is available for the 
restaurant’s full menu. 

IHOP also has been promoting its to-go options in the 
past year, leading carryout sales to rise from about 2 percent 
of its business to nearly 4 percent, said Patrick Lenow, 
spokesman for the chain’s parent company DineEquity Inc. 


FAST AND EASY 

The demand for to-go options has helped McDonald’s build its breakfast business into what President and Chief Oper- 
ating Officer Ralph Alvarez last month called the company’s “fastest-growing segment.” The chain’s breakfast menu 
has expanded in the past year to include chicken biscuit sandwiches, a premium coffee blend and espresso-based 
drinks at some locations. Burger King, meanwhile, rolled out a breakfast value menu last year. [ ap ]

Tips for the CTA 
commuter newbie 


If you sense it’s getting more 
crowded on “E’ trains and in 
bus aisles, it’s not just public 
transit paranoia. 

Increasingly the “Going Pub- 
lic” inbox is spilling over with 
self-described “new riders” who 
have traded in their car keys for 
CTA fare cards due to gas pric- 
es gone wild. 

The transit agency, too, is 
taking note of a spike in riders. 

Systemwide, the CTA 
recorded a 4.1 percent increase 
in ridership for the first six 
months of the year compared 
to the same period last year, 
according to CTA spokeswom- 
an Wanda Taylor. In June alone, 
ridership was up nearly 7 per- 
cent when compared to last 
year, she said. 

Among the possible reasons 
for the train and bus bump, 
according to Taylor: CTA ser- 
vice improvements, rising gas 
prices and the recently imple- 
mented Senior Free Rides pro- 
gram. No matter the reason 
for the CTA switch, I say we 
embrace newly converted rid- 
ers. But there’s nothing wrong 
with making the CTA squeeze 
go a bit more smoothly “Going 
Public” is offering a rider 
refresher course in mass tran- 
sit manners to induct the new- 
bies into the brave new world of 
buses and trains. Here are five 
tips for a better trip. 

I. Fare thee well 

Due to annoying Go Lane 
glitches, you newbies may inev- 
itably be “that rider” who has to 
wave your Chicago Card three 
times before the bus operator 
lets you go on your merry mass 
transit way Nothing to apolo- 
gize for there. But don’t be the 
rider fumbling in your pockets 
or purse as a line forms behind 
you on the bus or at a station 
turnstile. Get your fare out and

be ready to ride when you step up 
to your stop. 

2. Keep it down 

Loud music and conversation 
on the CTA are not restricted to 
newcomers. But please don’t add 
to it. Remember that you’re no 
longer in your car, so don’t pump 
your sounds like you’re the boom- 
box-blasting John Cusack in “Say 
Anything.” 

3. Embrace your space 

In your personal vehicle, you 
could put your briefcase in the 
passenger seat, shopping bags in 
the trunk and your cappuccino in 
a handy cup-holder. None of those 
amenities exist on the “L’ or bus. 
If you can’t fit your belongings on 
your lap, stow them on the floor as 
close to your feet as possible. And 
please don’t position your food or 
beverages anywhere other than on 
your person. You paid for one seat, 
not two. 

4. Back it up on the bus 

You may enjoy standing right 
beside the bus operator to make 
sure you don’t miss your stop. 
But the people trying to board 
the crowded bus are not enjoy- 
ing you. Move all the way to the 
back of the bus. Rest assured, 
you will have ample warning to 
get off, and that back door lets 
you off onto the curb, not into 
the mouth of hell. 

5. Stop blocking 

True, there are only so many 
poles and handrails to go around, 
but don’t be a door dolt. If you’re 
only blocking “L’ doors because 
you fear you’ll somehow miss your 
stop, your fear is largely unfound- 
ed. Move in and make room. If 
that’s an unreasonable request, 
“Going Public” suggests you’d be 
better off joining fellow boorish 
blockers in a carpool for the eti- 
quette impaired.

An important lesson: 
Rejoining civilian life

CHAMPAIGN After serving in Iraq, Megan Upperman tried to man- 
age the transition from warrior to student. 

She dropped most of her classes during one of her first semes- 
ters at Southern Illinois University after finding it difficult to 
return to civilian life. 

Upperman, who served in Iraq in 2004 in Army National 
Guard supply convoys, said she was uncharacteristically edgy for 
six or eight months after her return. She was in what she called a 
state of “hyper overdrive.” 

‘At the drop of a dime, I’d just get upset 
over something that was ridiculous,” said 
Upperman, 23, a senior earning a bachelor’s 
degree in kinesiology 
As veterans of the wars in Afghanistan 
and Iraq return to campus, many are find- 
ing that colleges and universities are only 
beginning to figure out how to help them 
transition back to civilian, social and aca- 
demic life. 

Many need help with paperwork. Others 
seek emotional and psychological support. 
And some struggle to fit in with classmates 
who are often much younger. 

“Obviously, nobody goes to combat and 
comes back the same person,” said Bob 
Wallace, director of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars and a Marine veteran of Vietnam. 

With more people returning from conflict than at any time 
since the Vietnam War— along with a new, more generous GI 
bill— the number of college-bound vets is expected to swell. 

Many veterans have banded together to help each other navi- 
gate their schools. 

At the urging of a boyfriend, Upperman enrolled in counseling 
through the Veterans Affairs Department. 

She also helped start an on-campus veterans group, Cougar 
Vets, to help other veterans find answers to questions like how to 
use military benefits like the GI Bill. 

At Eastern Illinois University, Army veteran Eric Hiltner and 
other veterans resurrected a defunct informal fraternity for Army 
vets called the Black Knights. 

Hiltner, a 24-year-old journalism student who served in Iraq, 
found it more comfortable to socialize with other veterans than 
many of the other students on campus. 

“They’re sitting there {saying], “I haven’t seen my dog in two 
weeks,”’ Hiltner said with a weary laugh. “I’m going, ‘I’ve gone 
two and a half years without seeing my family’ ”

The funnier 
side of war? 

What impressed former U.S. 
Marine Evan “Q-Tip” Stafford most 
about “Generation Kill” wasn’t the 
brutal realism. 

It wasn’t the moments when sol- 
diers are shown purchasing their own 
body armor and shielding for their 
Humvees. It wasn’t the mercilessly 
accurate portrait of an officer, deri- 
sively known as Captain America, 
who had a tendency to panic during 
firefights and scream over the radio 
that they were all going to die. 

What Stafford enjoyed most? The 
funny parts. 

“Even when you’re in a combat 
situation, there’s still humor,” said 
Stafford, 25, of Apollo Beach, Fla., 
who won a Purple Heart and Silver 
Star during two tours of Iraq. “They 
brought some of the humor that is 
never shown in any war movie. It basi- 
cally just humanizes people instead of 
glorifying ’em all the time.” 

“Generation Kill” is funny in the 
way only young men coping with long 
stretches of boredom and flashes of 
danger can be. One moment, a sol- 
dier is goose-stepping behind a supe- 
rior officer, lampooning his seem- 
ingly obsessive focus on the length of 
soldiers’ mustache hairs. The next, a 
clownish Humvee driver looks at an 
Iraqi’s traditional dress and asks why 
he’s still in pajamas at 10 a.m. 

The journalist who wrote the book 
that spawned this miniseries says it’s all 
based on real events and real people. 

“It turns out, the best, wittiest, 
most clever, shocking, dramatic lines 
in the whole series are actually things 
we didn’t come up with as writers,” 
said Evan Wright, who co-wrote 
scripts based on his book “Genera- 
tion Kill.”

John Christeson thought watching the first two episodes 
of “Generation Kill” would be like watching the replay of a 
basketball game he had played in. 

The HBO miniseries is based on the experiences of the 
First Reconnaissance Battalion, Christeson’s former military 
unit, during the initial days of the unit’s invasion of Iraq. 

But when he watched the show, he was somewhat sur- 
prised. Christeson said he recognized some of the charac- 
ters, but many of the personalities were exaggerated and cer- 
tain events of the show weren’t portrayed accurately 

“Some of the action sequences didn’t {happen] nearly as 
slow. Things go a lot faster in real life,” said Christeson, who 
lives Downs tate in Collinsville. “The experience and the re- 
creation were different.” 

Christeson, who served in the Marines from 2002 to 2006, 
said he doesn’t typically watch Iraq-related movies or TV shows 
because they sometimes make him feel nostalgic for his 16 
months in Iraq and make him miss his friends from his unit. 

Christeson, 24, said he usually only watches movies and 
shows like “Generation Kill”— which airs at 8 p.m. Sun- 
days— to see how events are depicted. Likewise, veterans, 
servicemen and their significant others who talked to Red- 
Eye said they occasionally watch war-themed programs to 
see how realistic they are— but sometimes these portrayals 
hit too close to home. 

Andrei Piskoun of Tinley Park, who served in the Marines 
for four years until 2005, said he doesn’t plan to watch “Gen- 
eration Kill.” He’s been avoiding similar movies since watch- 
ing “Jarhead,” the 2005 Desert Storm film, triggered painful 
memories. 

Piskoun, 25, said he spent nine months in Iraq building 
roads and camps. Now he’s studying at Northern Illinois 
University to be a gym teacher. 

“I can’t describe this feeling you get,” Piskoun said. “When 
you are watching it brings up bad things you kind of want to 
put behind you.” 

Like Piskoun, Jessica Limberg, whose husband is currently 
serving in the Marine Corps, hasn’t seen “Generation Kill.” 
But she doesTiVo Lifetime’s ‘Army Wives” every Sunday 

Limberg, 22, said she has found the show to accurate- 
ly depict marriage to a serviceman— especially the show’s 
emphasis on the amount of gossip exchanged among army 
wives. Earlier this year Limberg moved from Aurora to Camp 
Lejeune, a Marine Corps base in North Carolina, to be with 
her husband of two years. 

Limberg said sometimes she and her husband watch ‘Army 
Wives” together. But he doesn’t typically nod his head along 
with the show like she does, she said. 

“He just picks it apart,” Limberg said. “But he sees it from 
a Marine perspective. It’s two different viewpoints com-

A newly signed law named for a 
suburban woman gunned down by an 
ex-boyfriend outside her office will 
allow Illinois judges to order domes- 
tic violence offenders to wear track- 
ing devices. 

Gov Blagojevich signed the legis- 
lation Monday that lets judges order 
abusers to wear global positioning 
devices to track their movements so 
victims can know if they get too close. 

The law is named for Cindy 
Bischof, who was slain in a parking lot 
in March by an ex-boyfriend who then 
turned the gun on himself. Bischof ’s 
family said she’d inquired about using 
GPS technology before she was killed 
after taking numerous steps to try to 
protect herself. 

“My sister Cindy’s death shall not 
be in vain and her legacy will live 
on forever to help others,” Michael 
Bischof said at the bill-signing cer- 
emony. Bischof has worked since his 
sister’s death pushing lawmakers for 
stronger laws to protect domestic 
violence victims. 

Under the law, which goes into effect 
Jan. i, an abuser can be ordered to wear 
a tracking device if they’ve violated 
a restraining order. Illinois’ Depart- 
ment of Corrections and Department 
of Juvenile Justice previously have used 
GPS to track sex offenders, according 
to the governor’s office. 

Cook County Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Ketki Steffen, the attorney in Cin- 
dy Bischof ’s case, said tracking devices 
would increase protections for domes- 
tic violence victims. 

The law also calls for an additional 
fine of at least $200 for every penalty 
when there’s a conviction for violating 
a restraining order. 

The money would go to the newly 
established Domestic Violence Surveil- 
lance Fund. 

House Republican Leader Tom 
Cross told those gathered for Monday’s 
event that it was a reminder the Gen- 
eral Assembly could work together to 
impact people’s lives in positive ways. 
Much of the attention as of late has 
been on feuding between lawmakers 
and the governor. 

“It’s become a very frustrating 
time, today restores a little bit of that 
faith,” Cross said. 


One woman lives on 
$775 a month in shared 
space in Uptown

Keri Rainsberger isn’t rich. She works 
in the nonprofit world for a relatively low- 
profit salary. Yet, as many Americans are 
scrimping for every penny, she hardly feels 
the pinch. 

She still tithes 10 percent of her income 
to her church, even as other members have 
cut back. She rarely worries about rising gas 
and food prices. And she never bothers to 
balance her checkbook, because she doesn’t 
come close to spending what she has. 

“I live so far below my means that it 
doesn’t really register,” says Rainsberger, 
a 31-year-old Chicagoan with a wiry frame 
and unusually sunny outlook. “I don’t have 
to think about money” 

How is this possible? 

For starters, she has no car and com- 
mutes by bicycle each workday. She also 
has no mortgage payment and chooses to 
live in an “intentional community,” a part- 
ly shared space where $775 a month covers 
everything from utilities to meals. 

“In one fell swoop, I pay for the roof 
over my head, the food in my stomach and 
the lights to read by. That’s a big advan- 
tage,” says Rainsberger, whose high-rise 
living space is part of the residential pro- 
gram at the Keystone Ecological Urban 


THRIFT SHOPPING 

Those who advocate a simpler, less 
consumer-driven life say there are les- 
sons in the strategies that intentional 
communities use. 

By buying their food in bulk, for 
instance, residents of the Keystone 
Ecological Urban Center in Uptown 
spend $100 to $150 per person each 
month for meals. The U.S. Department 
of Agriculture “thrifty plan” for a single 
person is $200 a month. [ ap ] 


Center in Uptown. Her private quarters 
are larger and a bit more expensive than 
some— about 400 square feet, divided into 
a sitting room, a craft room and a small 
bedroom. She shares bathrooms, showers, 
a kitchen and a large dining room with 28 
other residents whose ranks include young 
professionals, professors and retirees. 

“It’s like a college dormitory, but with 
better conversation,” she often jokes. 

Of course, the concept of sharing 
resources has been around since the begin- 
ning of time and is used today from Amish 
farms to the Israeli kibbutz. For low- 
income families, it’s often simply a matter 
of survival. 

But those who track consumer habits say 
a growing need to cut costs, along with a 
wish to be more environmentally and spiri- 
tually conscious, is causing even more peo- 
ple to pool their resources, whether defined 


as an intentional community or not. 

“The economy starts to tank. People get 
tired of it,” says Daniel Howard, an expert 
in consumer research and behavior at the 
Cox School of Business at Southern Meth- 
odist University. “It’s people saying, ‘Let’s 
get together and help one another.’ And it 
works.” 

Few may have the desire or even the 
ability to live the Spartan lifestyle that 
Rainsberger learned from her Depression- 
era grandmother. Not everyone is will- 
ing to bicycle, for instance, in the stifling 
mugginess of a Chicago summer or the 
cold, blustery winds that sweep off Lake 
Michigan in winter. 

For those who are willing to spend less 
on the basics, there’s more cash for other 
things. Lela Philbrook, a 23-year-old singer 
who lives with Rainsberger in the Uptown 
center, saves so much money living there 
that she’s able to pay for voice lessons, 
which cost more each month than her 
room and board. 

“That’s huge,” Philbrook says. She lives 
down the hall from her grandmother, 
a longtime member of the community 
whose room is a frequent gathering place 
because she has an air conditioner and 
wireless Internet access. 

Rainsberger, whose closest family is in 
Ohio, savors the camaraderie. 

“For me, to be able to walk out my door 
and have everybody in the hall know me, 
that’s a really great experience,” she says.

Tornado warnings 
blow into Chicagoland 


A line of severe thunderstorms 
moved through the Chicago area Mon- 
day night, knocking down trees and 
power lines, and a tornado reportedly 
touched down in the western suburbs. 

A tornado warning that was in effect 
for Will, DuPage and Cook Counties, 
including downtown Chicago, expired 
at 8: 45 p.m., but a severe-thunder- 
storm watch remained in effect until 
early Tuesday morning, according to 
the National Weather Service. 

Weather service officials said they 
were compiling multiple damage 
reports Monday night and had no 
immediate reports of injuries. 

One tornado was spotted near 
Schiller Park and another was report- 
ed to have touched down in Elm- 
hurst, National Weather Service offi- 
cials said, but Elmhurst police said 
at about 8:20 p.m. that no tornado 


touched down in the suburb. 

About 8 p.m. in downtown Chi- 
cago, a calm, warm, humid evening 
turned into a frightening lashing of 
wind and strong rains. 

Tornado sirens could be heard at 
Wrigley Field, where the Cubs game 
was delayed because of the heavy rain 
and frequent flashes of lightning. 

Thousands of fans attending the 
game were evacuated to the stadi- 
um’s concourse. Officials warned fans 
through a public address system and 
on the scoreboard to get into the low- 
er levels of the stadium. 

As of 8:30 p.m. there were no con- 
firmed sightings of a tornado within 
the city limits, said Jennifer Marti- 
nez, a spokeswoman for the Office 
of Emergency Management, but the 
tornado sirens were activated because 
of the storm’s severity. 


Wild weather 

» A window 
reportedly broke 
on the 40th floor 
of the Hancock 
Building. Chestnut 
Street and Michi- 
gan Avenue were 
closed to traffic.

Student loan 
relief could be 
on the way 

Andrew Vrabel started working as a 
Cook County assistant state’s attorney in 
2004, but he resigned after almost four 
years as a prosecutor largely for financial 
reasons. 

“I left primarily because of the huge 
amount of school loans hanging over my 
head,” Vrabel said Monday 

His student loan payments increased, 
Vrabel said, but his salary didn’t keep pace. 

But relief for 
county prosecutors 
or assistant pub- 
lic defenders could 
be on its way. Last 
week, Congress 
passed legislation 
that would forgive 
up to $io,ooo-a- 
year in student loan 
debts for those in 
these often low-pay- 
ing public service 
jobs. Lawyers would 
have to commit to 
a minimum of three 
years as prosecutors 
or public defend- 
ers to qualify for the 
incentives. A maxi- 
mum of $60,000 
could be forgiven 
under the plan. 

At a news confer- 
ence in downtown 
Chicago, U.S. Sen. Dick Durbin (D-Ill.), who 
sponsored the federal bill, said he is confi- 
dent President Bush will sign the legislation. 

Even current local or state prosecutors 
and assistant public defenders would qualify 
to have some of their law school debts paid 
by the government under the legislation. 

“The debt forgiveness option would be 
retroactive,” said Christina Angarola, a 
spokeswoman for Durbin. “This will be 
used as a retaining tool just as much as a 
recruiting tool.”

Search continues in teenager’s drowning ^ 


Two days after 13-year-old Raphael Palomar 
was pulled under the water of Lake Michigan 
while swimming with his family off an Indiana 
beach, authorities Monday continued their 
search for the Chicago teen’s body 
Officials from several agencies continued 
to periodically search the lake and shore near 
Porter Beach, adjacent to Indiana Dunes State 
Park, though Indiana Department of Natural 
Resources Lt. Jerry Shepherd said that the teen 
is presumed to have drowned. 

“All it is, is waiting to see when the body 
comes up and trying to be there when it does,” 


Shepherd said. 

Despite threatening gray skies and the 
weekend’s grim accident, dozens of beachgoers 
still flocked to the shoreline Monday The only 
unusual sight was a group of binocular-bearing 
volunteers from the National Weather Service 
Skywarn program, who sat on a picnic table and 
scanned the water for any sign of the teen. 

Robert Stormer, one of the volunteers, said 
that the second drowning of a Chicago teen 
along the Indiana lake shore in the last month 
underlines the importance of following beach 
advisories.

TV buzz builds 
for Beijing

country, a record previously held by the 
2004 Athens Games. 

Nobody expects the ratings of the Bei- 
jing Games to top past Olympics held on 
U.S. soil, but expectations are high. And 
NBC’s ad revenue is already up $30 mil- 
lion over the Athens Games. 

The opening ceremony, featuring fire- 
works and 15,000 performers, comes 
Friday, with sports events revving up 
Saturday and continuing for two weeks. 
The buzz over Beijing has become near- 
ly deafening, and TV viewers are plan- 
ning their lives accordingly. 

NBC will have 3,600 hours of cover- 
age spread out on its broadcast and 
cable networks and its Web site (nbc 
olympics.com). 

With the economy in a slump and gas 
prices high, many people are sticking 
close to home, perhaps giving the Olym- 
pics extra appeal. 

“Watching the Olympics is one of 
those highly desirable shared experienc- 
es at a time when the audience is get- 
ting more and more fragmented,” said 
Robert Thompson, director of Syracuse 
University’s Bleier Center for Television 
and Popular Culture. 

“America is really ready for this,” said 
NBC Sports Chairman Dick Ebersol via 
satellite from Beijing recently. “This is 
not exactly a joyful time in America right 
now. The audience suffers from paucity 
of scripted shows, but they’re about to 
get some very real unscripted drama. 
The Olympics is the ultimate reality 

ShOW.” [COX NEWSSERVICE] 


» The U.S. Olympic committee asked 
a federal judge Monday for the second 
time to shut down a Web site it alleges is 
fraudulently selling tickets to the Beijing 
Games. Lawyers for the USOC asked 
the judge Monday to permanently dis- 
able beijingticketing.com, which they 
contend has scammed numerous U.S.

U.S. Cellular Field made the list, but 
for the second consecutive year, the 
menu at Philadelphia’s Citizens Bank 
Ballpark was named the most vegetar- 
ian-friendly Monday by People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals. 

The faux Philly steak was among the 
items that landed the Phillies’ ballpark 
in first place last year, along with meat- 
free subs and wraps and veggie dogs and 
burgers. Now the stadium has added 
crab-free crab cake and a mock chicken 
sandwich. 

San Francisco’s AT&T Park placed 
second again this year. The home of 
the Giants features a portobello mush- 
room sandwich, vegetarian sushi and 
the vegetarian cha cha bowl, which is 
filled with black beans, rice and pine- 
apple salsa. 

Rounding out the top five were Seat- 
tle’s Safeco Field, San Diego’s PETCO 
Park and U.S. Cellular Field, home of 
the White Sox.

6 new spots to get your sushi fix

Remember the days when you could count the number of good sushi 
restaurants in the city on one hand? Now you can’t go a few blocks 
without running into a place that serves the stuff— even spots that 
aren’t strictly sushi-focused are getting into the game. These six spots 
are just a sampling of the latest additions to Chicago’s sushi scene. 



Diosa on the River

The city’s recent efforts 
to build out the Riverwalk 
resulted in several new sea- 
sonal spots, including this 
cute cafe from chef-owner 
Alan Tuen, who’s also behind 
Logan Square’s Friendship 
Chinese Restaurant.

That’s the way to 
actress and She & Him 
singer Zooey 
Deschanel’s heart

Early on in the video for She & Him’s 
“Why Do You Let Me Stay Here?” sing- 
er Zooey Deschanel collapses into a pool 
of cartoon blood. The ghost version of 
Deschanel then does everything from 
sidestepping in cowboy boots to using a 
cartoon axe to chop off the heads of four 
stationary versions of herself. 

From other artists, this might appear 
twisted. But even the presence of dark- 
ness appears immensely charming from the 
28 -year-old singer/actress, who’s starred in 
films such as “The Happening” and “Elf” 
and expanded her indie cred by forming 
She & Him with singer-guitarist Matt Ward 
(otherwise known as M. Ward). 

A day before leaving L. A. to head out on 
tour, Deschanel spoke to Metromix about 
keeping it real on stage and being the 95th 
hottest woman in the world. 

The album sounds old-fashioned, like you 
should be traveling the country in a covered 
wagon, not a plane or bus. Have you consid- 
ered that? 

{Laughs] Wow, that’dbe interesting. If it 
meant doing some pioneer re-enactment 
and solidarity of people who founded ... 
especially the west of our country, yeah, I 
guess I’d be down. 

How would you describe your voice? 

I have trouble describing myself because 
I’m always suspicious of people who start 
describing themselves. I’m like, “OK, why 
are you trying to tell me what you are?”

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Getting things off your chest can sometimes do more harm than good

In the aftermath of the April 1 6, 
2007 , fatal shootings of 32 students 
and faculty at Virginia Tech, psychi- 
atrist Keith Ablow was simply voic- 
ing conventional wisdom on NBC’s 
“Today” when he suggested stu- 
dents talk about the tragedy, get it 
off their chest, if you will. The line 
of thinking is popular: When some- 
thing bad happens, vent. 

“The common assumption is that 
in order to successfully cope with a 
traumatic or disturbing event, peo- 
ple need to talk about it, to express 
their feelings,” says Mark Seery, psy- 
chologist at the University of Buf- 
falo. ‘And if they don’t, they’re sup- 
pressing true feelings and that will 
cause problems down the road.” 

But, Seery says, that has not been 
proved true for all people in all cir- 
cumstances. 

His most recent research, in 
the August issue of Journal of 
Consulting and Clinical Psychol- 
ogy, shows that after a large-scale 
traumatic event, such as the 9/11 
terrorist attacks, quickly talking 
about one’s emotions isn’t neces- 
sarily for the best. 

“In the immediate aftermath of 
a collective trauma, it’s perfectly 
healthy to not want to express your 
thoughts and feelings,” he says. 

In fact, it can do more harm than 
good. 

Some people have periods ofwhat 
psychologists call “healthy denial.” 
They cope by promising themselves 
to think about it tomorrow. Being 
pushed to give voice to their worst 
reactions too soon could embed 
the worst of it in memory and cause 
them to dwell on the tragedy And if 
they can’t or won’t talk, urging them 
to act against their instincts could 
make them think that something is

9/11 silence OK 

Mark Seery’s study confirmed 
the foolishness of requiring 
instant emoting from witness- 
es to a disaster. Focusing on 
responses to the 9/11 terror- 
ist attacks, he surveyed 2,138 
people online at intervals over 
two years. Part of an existing 
marketing panel, the volunteers 
were asked on Sept. 12, 2001, 
if they wanted to talk about 
the attacks. About 25 percent, 
or 579 people, chose not to 
respond to the e-mail prompt. 
Follow-up surveys at two 
weeks, then every six months 
for two years, found that those 
who had nothing to say online 
after the attacks had better 
psychological functioning over 
the next two years. “In particu- 
lar, they had lower risk of symp- 
toms of PTSD,” Seery says. “Not 
wanting to talk didn’t predict 
any negative effects or delayed 
reaction.” [l.a. times] 


wrong with them. 

The new study is in line with oth- 
er mental health research that sug- 
gests that some things are better 
left temporarily unsaid— at least for 
some people. 

Those who immediately talk 
about the trauma of an attack or a 
tornado can find, as often as not, 
that airing it doesn’t change the 
memory and fails to bring relief. 

In his bereavement research, 


James Pennebaker, chair of psy- 
chology at the University of Texas 
at Austin, found that choosing not 
to express feelings in the face of a 
death reflected resilience, rather 
than vulnerability 

Pennebaker’s research examines 
expressive emoting, and research 
results on bereavement and trauma 
often overlap. 

“Rubbing people’s noses in their 
miserable experiences immediately 
after is probably bad for a signifi- 
cant number of people,” Pennebak- 
er says. 

It’s after the dust of the initial 
shock has settled that talking about 
it can help. Taking pen to paper, to 
explore feelings, can be an equally 
good outlet, especially when people 
find themselves thinking obsessive- 
ly about a trauma. 

But it helps only if thoughts go 
forward, not round and round. 

“Thinking can become rumina- 
tion, going from A to B and back 
to A to B,” says Sonja Lyubomir- 
sky, psychologist at the Univer- 
sity of California, Riverside, and 
author of “The How of Happi- 
ness.” “People ruminate about 
negative things, and they get more 
pessimistic.” 

Most of the hundreds of peo- 
ple he has studied who have been 
through a traumatic experience are 
able to speak or write themselves 
toward a deeper understanding of 
what happened. 

“What I’ve loved about this work 
is that I think people are naturally 
their own best therapists,” he says. 



Debunking debriefing

Despite a lack of proof that expressing 
feelings right away is good, the U.S. has an 
industry of people, called critical incident 
stress debriefers, whose job it is to con- 
verge on disaster sites and get people to 


talk about their feelings. 

Not necessarily mental health experts, 
debriefers sent by city or county health, 
fire or police departments have had train- 
ing in what to say to encourage emot- 
ing after a disaster. They head to scenes 


of death and destruction caused by Hur- 
ricane Katrina, floods in Iowa or fires 
throughout California, not to mention 
human-made horrors like the 9/1 1 attack 
on the World Trade Center or the Colum- 
bine and Virginia Tech school shootings. 

Yet a 2006 review of studies on 
such debriefings in the Review of Gen- 
eral Psychology found, in general, 
either no benefit or worse outcomes 


from the interventions. 

“If it’s immediately after an upheaval, 
it’s completely foolish to do that,” says 
James Pennebaker, chair of psychology at 
the University of Texas at Austin. “Some 
people naturally talk and listen to others. 
If they don’t want to talk about it, they 
don’t. If they do, they do. They may need 
help in two months, but they may not 
want help then.”

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More colleges offer 
lectures on video 



MCT 

Missed class? Catch the rerun. That’s what 
some college students will be doing when 
classes resume in a few weeks. 

A number of colleges and universities have 
begun offering on-demand video of classes, 
and the use of this technology is expected to 
grow over the next few years. 

Video cameras capture classes, and an 
electronic tablet substitutes for the black- 
board. Students can watch the class on their 
computers or listen to the audio on their 
iPods, fast-forwarding or rewinding at will. 

Fans say the practice is another learning 
tool, but others are wary They fear that 
attendance and the kind of learning that 
takes place in real time will suffer. 

“It is an unsatisfactory replacement 
for face-to-face interaction,” said 
James Zimmerman, associate director 
of the Research Academy for Univer- 
sity Learning at Montclair State Uni- 
versity 

The academy promotes good teaching, 


and Zimmerman works with professors to 
make classes — even large lecture halls — 
more interactive. 

“The object is not just to talk at your 
class,” he said. ‘Any way that you can get 
feedback during class will maximize learn- 
ing.” 

“ You can’t do that in the recorded medi- 
um,” Zimmerman said. “Professors can’t 
respond to the needs of their audience. 
You don’t know whether your students are 
understanding the material or engaged in 
the material.” 

But others are excited about the technol- 
ogy Bergen County, N.J., Community Col- 
lege began using it in two classes last school 
year and hopes to double that number next 
year, said Ed Pittarelli, director of technolo- 
gies on the Paramus, N.J., campus. School 
officials also are thinking about using it for 
student orientation, he said. 

Pittarelli said it costs about $5,000 to out- 
fit a classroom with the technology The vid- 
eos enhance live classes, he said. 


The tool is especially helpful at a com- 
munity college where there is a wide range 
of students and many of them are juggling 
work and home responsibilities. 

“We saw this as a way of helping a lot of 
students,” Pittarelli said. “They can replay 
lectures and get themselves on track.” 

Pittarelli acknowledged that “to some 
extent there’s no replacement for being in 
class.” 

He said faculty members using the tech- 
nology also are able to measure actual atten- 
dance. 

“It really helps for incidental absences, but 
our primary concern was to give students 
another tool to keep up with classwork,” Pit- 
tarelli said. 

“We haven’t had a problem with atten- 
dance diminishing,” said Joan Cook, direc- 
tor of the Center for Teaching Excellence at 
the County College of Morris, N.J., where 
one room is equipped with the technology 

Cook said it can be particularly valuable 
for some students with learning difficulties. 

“There’s a whole host of students who can 
benefit if they can revisit aspects of class that 
confused them,” Cook said. “It can make the 
difference between success and failure.” 

Pittarelli said the technology suits today’s 
students. “Today the kids are so tech-sav- 
vy Instead of watching You Tube, they can 
watch a chemistry class.”

Comic books as art 


Comic book geeks often find them- 
selves defending the art form they love 
so much. Some say that the label “com- 
ic book” suggests something childish, 
juvenile or perhaps irrelevant, but there 
are many within the artistic community 
who appreciate comic books (or graph- 
ic novels) as a relevant form of artistic 
expression. 

One of them is Diane Tanios, gal- 
lery owner and driving force behind the 
exhibit “SUPERDOGunderdog: Knuck- 
le-Opera for the Socially 
Challenged.” 

With the help of Chica- 
go-based artist Tony Akins, 

Tanios brought together a 
renowned group of comic 
artists to show people that 
comic books have a lot more 
to offer than meets the eye. 

Tanios said comic books 
allow people to “connect 
with their emotional pro- 
cesses,” making them very 
relevant. Comic books have 
evolved from their earlier 
incarnations and are now 
more than just stories about 
people in brightly colored 
tights and capes, flying 
around and fighting crime, 
she said. They also can tell 
stories about ordinary peo- 
ple in everyday life. 

Jeff Zwirek, an indepen- 
dent comic creator, is one of 
the exhibit’s featured artists. 

He has pages on display from his mini- 
comic “Burning Building Comix,” which 
takes place in— you guessed it— a burn- 
ing building. The comic tells the stories 
of some very human characters: alcoholic 
spouses in marital disputes and latch-key 
kids left to fend for themselves, among 
others.
